Queensland have agreed to form super lea- 
gues, with interstate play-offs, no matter 
what the National League decides to do. 

In other words, Australia may have two national 
competitions from next season. 


And we would have two national champions 


— the 


winner of the NSL competition, and the winner of the 
play-offs between the supar leagues. 


First, however, the 
States will invite the NSL 
clubs to leave their present 
competition and join the 
super leagues. 


The NSL already has said it 
is not interested and will carry 
on in its present 16-club format 
if the States vote against a pro- 
posal to increase the NSL to 24 
clubs. 

The vote on the 24-team pro- 
posal will be taken at the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation 
meeting in Sydney on July 30. 

And Victoria, NSW, South 
Australia, Queensland and 
Northern NSW agreed at a 
meeting in Melbourne last Sat- 
urday to vote against the pro- 
posal, because it would rob the 
federations of their strongest 
clubs. 

The four States will form 
the majority at the ASF meet- 
ing. 

The creation of super 
leagues will involve drastic 
reorganisation of State com- 
petitions. 

In Victoria, the super league 
will have 10 clubs. Below it 
will be the State League, and 
perhaps State League Division 
Two, State League Division 
Three, Four, Five, Six and so 
on. 

This type of reorganisation 
may involve the abolition of 
the Metropolitan and Provis- 
ional Leagues which now have 
their own management com- 
mittees. 


A Federation examining 
committee would decide the 
composition of each league 
Clubs would be placed in order 
of merit so, theoretically, a 
club presently in Fourth Divi- 
sion could find itself in the 
State League or even the super 
league. 

If the NSL clubs stay within 
their own competition, the 
Victorian super league could 
look something like this: 

Croatia, Ajax, Polonia, Mor- 
well Falcons, Juventus, Faw- 
kner, Sunshine-George Cross, 
Croydon, Northcote and Box 
Hill. 

The State League could be: 
Doveton, Wilhelmina, Aibion 
Rovers, Frankston Pines, 
Knox, North Dandenong, South 
Oakleigh, Bulleen, Holland 
Park, St Albans, Broad- 
meadows, Thomastown, Don- 
caster Rovers and Hellas. 

It’s only an example to show 
how clubs from lower leagues 
could be promoted through the 
ranks in the reorganisation, so 
there's no reason for any club 
to jump up and down about 
being omitted from the exam- 
ple. 

The word from South Aust- 
ralia is that there could be 
three eight-team leagues as 

ainst the present 10 in First 
Division, 12 in Second Division 
and 12 in Metropolitan. 

The top eight-team league 
would be the so-called ‘‘super 
league"’ and it could comprise 
Azzurri, Beograd, Para Hills, 
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NSW, South Australia and

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Croatia, Polonia, Birkalla, 
Campbelltown and either 
Elizabeth or Port. 

If Adelaide City and West 
Adelaide do not quit the NSL, 
they may no longer be allowed 
to compete in the SA Feder- 
ation leagues. The same may 
apply to Hellas, Makedonia, 
JUST and Heidelberg in Mel- 
bourne. 

The NSW National League 
clubs do not compete in Feder- 
ation leagues. Rather, they 
play their reserve players in 
the National Youth League. 

If NSW decides on a 10-team 
super-league, it could be: 
Croatia, Melita, Blacktown, 
Kuringai, Avala, Inter-Mona- 
ro, Sutherland, Polonia, 
Canterbury, and Yugal. 

The Federations propose 
that the top two or three from 
each super league play off 
against each other at the end 
of the league season. 

A competition between the 
winners of the various State 
Cup competitions also is envis- 
aged, similar to the European 
Cup Winners’ Cup series. 

And there’s another plan to 
have a sort of European 
Champions Cup competition 
between the winners of the 
previous season’s super lea- 
gues, as well as a regular ca- 
rival between State represen- 
tative teams. 

In Victoria, the State 
League has been informed of 
all the plans and so far is sup- 
porting them. The Met- 
ropolitan League clubs have no 
reason to vote against the 
plans, as under those plans, 
many Metro clubs will find 
themselves promoted to 
higher leagues. 

The proposals for reorga- 
nisation have been worked out

prising John Dimtsis, Vito

Mr Cilauro, chairman of the 
State League management 
committee, stresses that the 
federations are not opposed to 
the NSL as it stands. “'We are 
only concerned about the pro- 
posal to increase the NSL to 24 
teams, which would involve 
State League clubs leaving the 
federations and thus damaging 
the States,’’ he said. 


As part of their enticement 
to the NSL clubs, the States 
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The Australian Soccer Federation is trying 
to stop Aris of Greece and Boavista of Portu- 
gal from playing against each other in Mel- 


bourne and Sydney. 


The games are scheduled at Olympic Park at 8 
pm on Friday, August 5 and at Marconi Stadium at 
8 pm on Wednesday, August 10. 

But the ASF told the two clubs they are not wel- 
come in Australia, apparently because their matches 


would “harm” an international tournament planned here 
between Poland, Uruguay, Cameroon and Australia —in 


November! 


Mr Frank Novas, of Novas- 
port, the firm bringing Aris 
and Boavista to Australia, is 
up in arms over the ASF’s at- 
titude. 

“The ASF now is trying to 
invoke a FIFA clause giving it 
total control over what 
matches are or are not played 
in this country,’ he said. 


“Yet every Greek and Portu- 
guese soccer lover in Australia 
is looking forward to seeing 
these teams — and everyone 
knows how many Greek people 
will be disappointed if the ASF 
has its way.” 

Mr Novas said however, 
that as far as he was con- 
cerned, the matches between 
Aris and Boavista were Still 


on. 
The Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation offered no objection to 
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have undertaken to set aside 
Sundays exclusively for super 
league games. If the NSL clubs 
joined the super leagues, they 
would play without com- 
petition from the many other 
leagues operating on Sundays. 
Western Australia, although 
not represented at last Satur- 
day’s meeting, has said it 
would be interested in parti- 
cipating in an interstate com- 
petition run by the States. 
“We haven't discussed the 
matter with Tasmania yet, but 
the ACT does not support 
super leagues although it does 
oppose the NSL’s 24-team pro- 
osal,’’ VSF secretary George 
allace sald. 






the match in Melbourne, and 
its delegates to the ASF have 
not even been informed by the 
ASF of its opposition to the 
matches. 

Aris, of Salonika, and Boa- 
vista of Oporto, are being 
brought to Australia at a cost 
of $350,000 — part of which will 
be recouped from gate takings 
at games in Malaysia and 
Kuwait on the club’s way to 
Australia. 

Aris and Soavista were to 
have played in a four-team 
tournament against Heidel- 
berg-Alexander and Marconi, 
but the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration refused to grant per- 
mission, claiming it would dis- 
rupt the NSL competition. 

Marconi or Heidelberg, 
whichever finished higher in 
the tournament, would have 
been contracted for a South 
American tour next January. 

That no longer applies, be- 
cause insufficient funds will be 
available from the two re- 
maining matches, 

The top players of Aris are 
forward Kouis and Hungarian 
goalkeeper Sandor Guldar. 

Boavista’s star is midfielder 
Jogo Aves neon just trans- 
err: ca. 

Tre een subject of two 
transfers over the million 
mark, (Benfica to St Germain 
of Paris, and then back to Ben- 
fica), Alves was last season 
the target of Atletico Madrid, 
Udinese of Italy and A. S.

Australian soccer would 
have made no significant pro- 
gress over the past seven 
years had it not been for the 
formation of the National 
League, its chairman Sam 
Papasavas said this week. 


“Look at the assets that clubs have ac- 
quired since the formation of the NSLt,” 
Papasavas said. 


“South Melbourne consolidated its posi- 
tion at Middle Park by buying out Hakoah 
and spending $200,000 on a VIP room, rest- 
aurant and Press box. 

“Preston has built its own social club. 

“Heidelberg has acquired a ground and 
built a stand. 

“Footscray has obtained a long-term 


lease on its ground and is in the process of | 


building social rooms and a stand. 

“Brisbane City bas spent a million 
doliars on Spencer Park. St George spent 
about the same on its ground, and Bris- 
bane Lions also esta tished new headquar- 
ters, 


“The initial impact of the NSL encour- 
aged these clubs to take financial risks 
which they otherwise would not have 
taken.” 

Papasavas was defending the NSL 
against recent criticism engendered by 
the great regionalisation debate. 

“It's only the NSL that has managed to 
keep in Australia players who otherwise 
would have gone overseas, or who would 
have retired. Alan Davidson and Peter 
Katholos for example, are good enough to 
make it overseas, but they'd been kept 
here by financial inducements from NSL 
clubs. 

“The Youth League is solely a product 
of the NSL and it was introduced only 
after a lot of pressure on the ASF which 
didn't encourage it at all initially. 

“Our successes in the World Youth 
Championships also are the result of the 
NSL, and the standard of the national 
team is directly related to the NSL. 

“We cannot however, be held respon- 
sible for the team's failure to reach the 
last two World Cups, because so many 
other factors were involved. We always 
have maintained that we have players of 
sufficient quality but unfortunately we had 


little say in the administration of the 
national team." 

Papasavas added that the NSL also had 
lifted the playing standard in Australian 
soccer. ‘‘By awarding three points for a 
win this year, we had hoped to bring about 
even more attractive football but we 
really haven't had the chance to assess the 
effectiveness of the scheme,”’ 

It was the NSL, Papasavas continued, 
that introduced top soccer to Canberra, 
Newcastle, Wollongong and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, Brisbane. 

‘‘Now the NSL is the only prestigious 
national sports competition in Australia, 
apart from the National Basketball Lea- 
gue,"’ he said. 

Papasavas said clubs should be encour- 
aged to import coaches able to inject more 
excitement into the local game, especially 
since the clubs won’t be able to import 
players from 1985 onwards. 

He stressed that the NSL would con- 
tinue in its present form if the ASF votes 
against the proposal to increase the league 
to 24 teams. 

He said the league was anxious to in- 
clude ambitious clubs that are trying to 
get in. 
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Jim Tansey is the 
closest soccer has to 
the Bionic Man. He's 
the guy with the half- 
dozen screws in the 
bones of his right 
arm —the guy who's 
playing with a fibre- 
glass cast, wrapped 


in foam. 

And he’s the guy who 
came back after an oper- 
ation to reconstruct his 
left knee — an injury that 
kept him out for about a 
year. 


He doesn't mind telling you 
he was close to the end of his 
tether after that broken arm, 
but he figured: to hell with it, 
surely lightning can’t strike a 
third time! 

And so Tansey, the 1976 Vic- 
torian Rothmans Medallist, 
capped 20 times for Australia, 
is back in action at left back 
for Heidelberg-Alexander, pol- 
ishing up the attacking raids 
whch have been the hallmark 
of his game since coming here 
from the South Liverpool club 
in England 

And life’s a little easier 
since he joined team mate Jim 
Campbell and Footscray 
J.U S.T. player Ken Taylor at 
the Adidas company, where he 
‘works as a storeman. In pre- 
vious jobs, he had to get up at 
6am and was dead on his feet 
after training at night. The 
hours are a bit shorter now. 
There's a little less pressure 

He broke his right arm ina 
National Cup match against 
West Adelaide in Adelaide 
early this year. 

“J heard it break as I went 
down,”” he says, “and I 
thought: Oh no, not again! I 
went to the hospital where 
they told me both bones were 
broken in the arm, and I had to

But he trained again three 
weeks after the accident, and 
he resumed playing in a 2-2 
draw with Brisbane City three 
weeks ago. 

Now he’s waiting for Gary 
Cole to return as well. Cole has 
been preparing himself in Hei- 
delberg’s Second Division 
side, after a major ankle oper- 
ation. 

‘We've had no-one to re- 
place Gary up front,’’ Tansey 
says. ‘‘The defence and mid- 
fietd are OK but Derek Lea's 
been our only forward. 

“He's been jumping out of 
his skin, right enough, but I'm 
sure he would appeciate help 
from Gary. Mike Petersen’s 
been trying really hard up 
there, but he’s a midfield 
player rather than a striker.” 

Injuries haven't been Tan- 
sey's only problem. 


At the end of last year the 
then coach, Len McKendry, 
placed Tansey on the transfer 
list. That hit him like a ham- 
mer, but when Ken Morton 
took over as coach, he decided 
ta retain Tansey who also was 
made captain. 

Tansey, 29, believes the 
standard of play in the NSL 
has dropped a little this year, 
due mainly to the gradual de- 
parture of star players who 
were there from the time the 
league started in 1977. 

“But we've got good young- 
sters coming through the 
ranks now — guys like Tommy 
McCulloch, David Lowe, Steve 
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Atsalas, Peter Rankin, Tony 
Dakos, Joe Rizzotto and 
others. I'm sure they will lift 
the standard once more.”’ 

He was impressed by 
Sydney City Hakoah two weeks 
ago. “‘They put on a great per- 
formance, with Kenny Boden 
back at his best. It was like 
men against boys and I don’t 
think we had a real shot at 
goal,’’ Tansey says. 

“Preston Makedonia also is 
going great guns. Peter Oller- 
ton’s doing a great job there — 
and it’s his first coaching ap- 
pointment. He's riding high 
while more experienced 
coaches are falling around 
him. ‘ 

“They've got the best out of 
their two Yugoslav stars, Od- 
zakov and Todorovski, and 
they made a great buy in 
George Campbell who keeps 


on buzzing and fighting even if 


he’s having a bad game.” 

But Heidelberg will be up 
there as well, he says. 

“Ken Morton’s a great guy 
— very honest and hard-work- 
ing. He's got my respect and 
the respect of all the other 
players. He’s willing to have a 
go, and so are the players. 

“As for myself, I haven't 
been getting forward as much 
as I'd like to, but I'm working 
on it. f've been concerned 
more with making sure that 
we keep it tight at the back, 
and also, it’s hard to. find 
someone to pass to when you 
get forward. You look up and 
you see little Derek Lea stand- 
ing, waiting, with two  six- 
footers next to him.” 
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“‘Every Sunday when I go to a match | hope against hope that 
just a terrible struggle for the points. The slam-bang that goes on 
— but it’s very primitive soccer.”’ 
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In view of all this it’s hardly 
surprising that the apple 
helped Julius Polgar become 
one of the greatest players in 
Europe back in the 1930s. 

“We had an orchard at Kis- 
telek, not far from Szeged in 
southern Hungary where I 
grew up,"’ he recalls. “I was 
crazy about soccer, like all 
boys. 

“In summer I would go out 
and pick up the hundreds of 
apples that had fallen off the 
trees during the night. Then I 
would throw an apple on the 
roof of the house, wait for it to 
rol] down — and volley it 
towards a certain target. Hour 
after hour, apple after ‘apple, 
all day, right foot and left foot, 
always barefoot. By the time I 
was 16 or so, I had a fair kick- 
ing technique.” 

Polgar is being modest. All 
chroniclers of Hungarian 
soccer refer to his kicking 
technique as the best ever. He 
would turn his hips as if 
moving on ballbearings and 
volley a ball with deadly pre- 
cision some 40 metres, right in 
front of a sprinting team- 
mate. Ah, well, those applies . . 


Julias Polgar, now 71, lives 
in Sydney. A pensioner, he 
walks with a slightly rolling 
gait but otherwise enjoys good 
health a ; 

Perhaps it’s time to mention 
also that he is the best- 
credentialled former soccer 
player in Australia: 26 full 
internationals for Hungary, in 
seven different positions; an 
appearance in the final of the 
1938 World Cup against Italy 
(2-4 defeat), numerous Hun- 
garian titles with Ferencvaros 
between 1933 and 1945 and Mit- 
ropa Cup triumphs (predeces- 
sors of today’s European 
Cups). 

His name was better memo- 
rised by schoolboys in Hun- 
gary than the Lord's Prayer: 
they could rattle off the great 
Ferencvaros team without 
taking a breath Hada, Tatrai, 
Koranyi, Hamori, Polgar, 
Lazar, Tancos, Kiss, Sarosi, 
Toldi, Kemeny 
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Who would have 
predicted at the start 
of the year that Pre- 
ston Makedonia 
would be leading the 
table at the half-way 
mark? {| for one did 
not, and | wonder 
how long they can 
keep it up. 


As we all know, all teams go 
through a lean period during 
the year, and I think Make- 
donia will be hit by one soon. 


But I must give them credit. 
They've lost only one of their 
past 21 games at the time of 
writing, and they have scored 
the most goals in the league, 
as well as having an excellent 
defensive record. What more 
can you ask for? 


David Jones has been a 
tower of strength at the back, 
Claude Lucchesi and Gary 
Ward have been scoring regu- 
larly up front, and the midfield 
combination is one of the best 
in Australia, 


I can't wait to play against 
them, but our first game won't 
be until September 18. 

Last year, when Sydney 
Olympic was on top of the lad- 
der, we lost 1-4 to Makedonia 
and slipped downhill after that 
defeat.

If Julius Polgar — known for 
half a century as ‘Drumi’ in 
soccer — were living in total 
retirement, he might still be a 
good story for nostalgia’s 
sake. But he watches soccer 
every week, turning up at 
Sydney City, St George, APIA 
or other matches, in heat or 
cutting rain, nodding with ap- 
proval or shaking his head in 
silent pain as the action un- 
folds. 

He has a right to be critical, 
his long playing and then 
coaching career more than en- 
title him to an opinion. 

“We have problems in 
soccer now,” he says with 
youthful elan. Most of the play 
takes place in the middle of 
the field and it’s like trench 
warfare, hand to hand combat. 

“We have forgotten to pro- 
duce and use wingers — not 
just here but all over the 
world: the flanks are deserted 
and the middie is packed. How 
could you play good seccer like 
this? At a recent match, when 
a corner was taken, there were 
21 playérs in the goalmouth. 
Twenty-one! Most of them 
can't even see the ball but still 


. crowd the area. 


“They say that everybody 
plays with two strikers, Brazil 
and Italy, too. Perhaps _ it’s 
true. But these teams “also 
have a Conti, Tardeili, Socr- 
ates, Cerezo and others who 
surge from midfield and 
expand the attack of the spear- 
heads. 

“Let’s not talk about the 
super teams: they are special. 
Here we should return to using 
four but at least three strikers, 
including wingers to open up 
the game, stretch the field and 
provide some spectacle. If we 
don’t, our crowds will thin out 
even further and soon the 
players can shake hands with 
every. spectator before a 
match,” 

Polgar also has some ex- 
cellent coaching records: first 
in Italy after the war with Ma- 
genta, then, after his arrival in 
Sydney in 1957 with APIA, Pan 
Hellenic, APIA _ again, 
Canterbury and finally Bud- 





good start as coach of Ca- 
nberra, and | want to join 
everyone else in welcom- 
ing him to the NSL. 


He’s got a great record with 
Croatia, Melita Eagles and 
Riverwood and I’m sure he'll 
do well with Canberra, where 
he has excellent players in 
George Christopoulos, Tony 
Brennan, Terry Byrne, Steve 
Bryant and Gary Byrne.

apest-St George, his last_as- 
signment in 1968. With APIA 
he won premierships and 
grand finals — and was the 
first mentor of John Watkiss 
whom he had signed from 
Canterbury. 

“T can’t understand our 
coaches today,’’ he says. 
“Don’t they realise that their 
own livelihood is at stake? 
Can’t they get together for 
some discussions as ¢o- 
Heagues, not mortal enemies? 
Isn’t there a coaches’ associ- 
ation where some solutions 
could be found to our soccer’s 
crisis? This is not a problem 
for the administration or mar- 
keting but for soccer people 
such as coaches.”’ 

Polgar is also highly critical 
of the way our very .young 
players are pampered. 

‘‘« friend of mine asked me 
the other day to gd and have a 
look at a training session of his 
son’s under-7 team. I couldn’t 
believe my eyes. Out trotted 
some 22 young boys, the A and 
B teams — all perfectly out- 
fitted, most wearing expensive 
Adidas boots. Then the coach 
arrived with a manual. He 
browsed through a page or 
two, lined up the boys on a full- 
sized field, blew his whistle 
and the ‘“‘game’’ began. Most 
of the boys never even met the 
ball once. Now, what the heck 
is the use of a ‘training’ like 
this? 

‘Wouldn't the kids be better 
off simply playing among 
themselves, without being or- 
ganised and regimented — and 
learning nothing? This is the 
reason why we produce a Wat- 
kiss, a Warren or an Abonyi 
only by pure accident, almost

competitions. 
Seventy per cent of blood 
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genetic accident — because 
the system which should 
ensure talented crops year 
after year just doesn’t exist.” 

Polgar is one of those ro- 
mantics who still believes that 
soccer is to be played, not 
fought, that skill has to be ac- 
quired at an early age — and 
cannot be coached success- 
fully after 18 or 20. 

‘Today's NSL players train 
three evenings a week, have a 
shower, go home and then play 
a match on the weekends. 
Don't they really love the 
game? In my time we also 
trained only twice or three 
times a week — but we also 
spent every free hour we had 
playing among ourselves. 


“‘One year they returned the 
E ground and we 
couldn't get on the field. Train- 
ing started at Spm — but most 
of us were there at 2. As we 
couldn’t use the grassed area, 
we went on the cinder track, 


grabbed some hurdles left 


there by the athletes, marked 
out a ‘field’ with our heels — 
and invented foot tennis. We 
played till 5 when our coach, 
Zoli Blum arrived: 


“He wasn’t interested in 
what we were doing from 2 to 5 
— that we were sweaty, tired 
and bruised: he put us through 
the normal training till 7. Then 
some. of us stayed back and, 
for private bets, took freekicks 
from 20, 30 metres until it was 
pitch dark Nobody ever talked 
to us about ‘stamina’ — if six 
or seven hours of playing and 
training weren’t enough, imag- 
ine what today’s training 
methods achieve in three short 
evenings a week... .”” 


samples taken from players at 
the 1982 World Cup showed the 
presence of caffeine. 

Caffeine is said to be a drug, 
as it is believed that two cups 
of coffee contain enough 
caffeine to cause changes to 
the heartbeat. 

Very interesting. It's some- 
thing to think about, because 
we all drink the stuff. 
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Drumi Polgar, a great belie- 
ver in entertaining soccer, 
rushes to Frank Arok’s rescue 
about the recent England 
matches. 

‘*Arok was absolutely right. 
He had to go for results,”’ he 
says. ‘‘In important inter- 
nationals that’s all that counts. 
And it was important that we 
have some good results 
against England. They were 
the great stars, they were sup- 
posed to show us what million- 
pound players can do, but 
didn’t. Actually, they paid the 
price for their arrogance. Next. 
time they will stop being pat- 
ronising and send out the best 
team, not a mish-mash. 

“But in club football, I still 
say we should be more adven- 
turous, otherwise the drabness 
and boredom will chase away 
the remainder of our specta- 
tors.” 

He just shakes his head in 
disbelief when talking about 
today’s staggering football 
earnings and transfer fees. 

“We had better crowds in the 

1930s and 1940s in Budapest 
than they have today. And 
when we travelled to the 
World Cup in 1938 to Paris, we 
were paid 5 pengo a day (then 
about a dollar) and 300 pengo 
for winning the silver medal 
(about a month’s clerical sala- 
ry). And we thought we were 
richly paid for doing what we 
would have done anyway as we 
loved it — playing soccer. 
Many of todays players talk 
only about money — but can’t 
even trap a ball.” 

Searching his myriad soccer 
memories, Polgar comes up 
with two names as the great- 
est of his time: Meazza of 
Italy and Orth of Hungary. Yet 
he made his international rep- 
utation against another great 
Italian star, Silvio Piola whom 
he put into his ‘‘pocket in a 
classic Hungary v Italy in 
Genoa in 1940 and also three 
years earlier when Ferenc- 
varos beat Lazio of Rome in 
the final of the Mitropa Cup. 
Polgar — originally a central 
striker — became the first 
internationally famous ‘‘stop- 
per’’ of Hungarian soccer 
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Polgar (white shirt) 


when the switch came to the 
WM-system. 

“Every Sunday when I go to 
a match I hope against hope 
that I see something of the 
beauty of the game, not just a 
terrible struggle for the 
points. We need more players 
like Joe Watson, Ken Boden 
and Dez Marton if we are to 
bring the crowds back. The 
slam-bang that goes on in most 
matches may be athletic, may 
be tough — but it’s very prim- 
itive soccer. 
“And surely our coaches 
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ng for Hungary 
must realise by now that it’s 
not what people want to see.”’ 

Slam-bang or not, Polgar 
cannot get soccer out of his 
system, he will be there again 


on Sunday and the Sunday 
after that as long as he lives. 


What’s more, he pays his $1 
pensioner admission fee at the 
gates as a humble fan — unlike 
those ‘important’ personages 
who, by their hundreds, flash a 
special pass of some sort. 


And they couldn’t even kick 
an apple.

This trio 
played with Box Hill's under- 
16’s, coached by Patterson's

Are we In Australia plac- 
ing too much emphasis on 
our current national youth 
team? Are we putting too 
many of our all-too-scarce 


resources into a team that 


is, by its very definition 
and composition, transi- 
tory in nature? 

I believe that we are. The 
current team is passe. 

No one would deny that the 
team did well to qualify for the 
World Youth Championships in 
Mexico. But it failed to qualify 
for the quarter-finals. 

Why, therefore, continue to 
flog a dead horse by coming up 
with proposals to play the 
current team against other 
national youth teams? Even if 
our present team had won the 
Mexican tournament, there 
would be few reasons for doing 
this, other than those of a sen- 
timental nature. 

The type of junior inter- 
national game that has been 
proposed for November is of 
little use. It is time to rebuild 
the youth team and to prepare 
for the 1985 competition, if we 
decide to contest it. 

Is the tournament worth all 
the time and effort that Is put 
into it, by Australia es- 
pecially? 

The competition initially 
was conceived as a way to pro- 
mote the development of 
soccer in the so-called ‘un- 
derdeveloped’ soccer nations. 
And yet look at the countries 
that have won the 
championship since its in- 
ception: the USSR, Argentina, 
West Germany and Brazil. 

In the past we even have 
seen countries that are strong 
at senior international level 
send only second-grade or 
even third-grade teams to the 
championships, or withdraw 
completely. Witness West 
Germany, the 1881 winner, 
which sent a third-choice team 
to Australia, and then only be- 
cause the real qualifier had 
withdrawn. 

The tournament may be 
gaining in prestige, especially 
now that Brazil has won it. 
And some of the novices, such 
as South Korea, have played 
well. Some countries even 
have built upon a good showing 
at the World Youth 
Championships to perform 
well at subsequent senior 
World Cup tournaments. Cam- 
eroon is a prime example 
here. But youth championships 
are just that, youth 
championships. The relat- 
ionship with senior 
championships is tenuous at 
bes 


th 

We would do well to remem- 
ber that very few youth inter- 
national players progress to 
the senior international ranks. 
The proportion which does is 
low in many ‘developed’ 
soccer countries and is, at 
best, only slightly higher in 
‘underdeveloped’ soccer coun- 
tries such as Australia. 

Youth teams Jack stability 
as players necessarily are 
changed every couple of years, 
so why persevere with our 
current team which won’t be 
competing in 1885 anyway? 
Why play the current team 
against other countries? 

We may continue to contest 
the World Youth 
Championship, but we must 
keep things in proper per- 
spective. Some writers, such 


under-l6 JLMC Cup final 
against Footscray J.U.S.T. a 
tew years back. Current Box 
Hill regular Ian Roodhouse 
also played in that mighty 
junior side. 

“I’m not a name player. I 
don't have the skill or flair of 
Scott or Mike and I’m a bit of a 
slow learner.

Best disappears for a week and, upon his 
retum, is dropped by United and placed on the 
transfer list. Feyenoord, Chelsea, Manchester 
City, Bournemouth and Derby County express 
interest, only for him to announce his retire- 
ment — at 25 years of age. 

1973: 

He is out of the gama for nine months, 
in which time Casmos, ‘Crystal Palace and 
Queen's Park Rangera attempt to secure 
him. it. le with United though that Best 
makes his comeback, in a friendly against 
Shamrock Rovers in Dublin, during which 
he plays brilliantly before the match Is 
abandoned In the 81st minute when 
youngsters swarm on to the pitch to mob 
their hero. 

1974: 

After only a dozen league games for relega- 
tion-doomed United, Best yet again fails to 
turn up for training and is placed on the trans- 
fer list in January by manager Tommy Docher- 
ty. He responds by retiring for a second time. 

Manchester United retains his registration 
however and he appears, on loan, against its 
reserve side for dunstable Town and is mobbed 
when the Southern Leaguers win 3-2. 

1975: 

United releases Best in December. Now 
a free agent, he makes three appearances 
for Fourth Division Stockport County and 
draws attendances three times the aver- 
age.

The Bury youngster was 
marking Satori throughout the 
match but often found himself 
confronting the legendary 
Charlton. Now 29 years old and 
captain of Victorian State 
League outfit Ringwood Wil- 
helmina, David Brooks never 
will forget the experience. 

“It was the first time in 
Bobby Charlton's career that 
he'd been dropped and the 
crowd was Bury’s biggest of 
the season. For a reserve ga- 
me!" said Brooks. 

“J was too frightened to 
tackle Chariton. I was in awe 
of him. What a player. You 
could see his class, the way he 
stroked the ball out.” 

However, Brooks overcame 
a nervous start and made an 
impressive debut, one which 
earned him selection in Bury’s 
first team, then in Fourth 
Division 

He was born in Bury in Lan- 
cashire and like a lot of young- 
sters, set his sights on playing 
for the local club. He joined 
Bury as an apprentice for a 
year, then signed as a part 
time professional.

“I was at Bury for seven 
years altogether. I played only 
a handful of first-team games, 
spending most of the time with 
the reserves.”’ 

Brooks toured Holland with 
Bury, playing in the successful 
side which competed in an 
eightteam tournament in 
Breda. He left Bury, during 
the club’s purge of its playing 
staff, near the end of the 1972- 
73 season, joining Barrow, 
then in Fourth Division. 
Barrow applied unsucessfully 
for re-election to the division 
at the season's end and found 
itself back in the Northern 
Premier League. 

“Ron Yeats was player- 
coach of Barrow at the time 
and Tony Hateley played up 
front. The four years I spent 
there were great but in the end 
the travelling got me down. It 
took me two hours to get there 
for training. And I became 
more interested in making a 
career for myself in, account- 
ancy. Soccer cameSecond.”" 

Brooks left Barrow and 
played for five different clubs 
in the Cheshire League — Rad- 
cliffe,Borough, Prestwich 
Heys, Darwen, Horwich and 
Rosendale United — not an un- 
commonly large number of 
switches as the playing and 
coaching turnover in the 
league was high. While at Ros- 
sendale he met former Bury 


team mate Brian Sinclair who 
just had returned from playing 
with St George in Sydney. 
Brooks told Sinclair that a 
move to Australia would suit 
him so Sinclair, who had 
joined Ringwood Wilhelmina, 
put feelers out. John van Hobo- 
ken, then president of Wil- 
helmina, responded. 


“Mr van Hoboken rang me 
and I sent my playing details 
to him. He sent me over a 
three year contract which I 
signed and I arrived here in 
February, 1981. 


“The money wasn’t great, 
as far as playing goes, but I 
had a job clause written into 
the contract because I knew 
what part-time football was all 
about. Too many players come 
here without any experience of 
being a part-timer and they 
often find it hard to adjust. 


“| was here for only about 
three months before Mr van 
Hoboken arranged for me to 
join Kwikasair, a division of 
TNT, so I’m deeply indebted to 
him for giving me a career op- 
portunity. Now I’m an area 
manager with the company 
and I love the job.” 


Wilhelmina has spent the 
past two seasons struggling to 
re-establish itself in State Lea- 
gue. This once-mighty Victor- 
ian club, recently formed a

new committee and long 
serving coach Mike de Bruy- 
ckere stood down earlier this 
year and was replaced by 
former goalkeeping great 
Nick van Egmond. 


“The atmosphere at the club 
is different this year. The 
social side of things is great. 
That’s because the new com- 
mittee wants to involve the 
players more off the field. I 
think maybe things had got a 
bit stale over the past few sea- 
sons. And because of the 
coaching change all the 
players now have to again es- 
tablish themselves in the eyes 
of the new coach,"’ said 
Brooks. 


“Nick van Egmond has in- 
troduced quite a few training 
ideas. We work on creating 
space by working in grids and 
do a lot of closing down work. 
We’re giving the front runners 
room to work instead of hitting 
them with the ball and 
charging toward them. In Eng- 
land I'd say that most of my 
coaching was 75 per cent phy- 
sical and 25 per cent ski 
work. I’d say that Nick’s train- 
ing is about 50-50 in these 
areas. 


“I'm sure that by the end of 
the season we will have settled 
into the middle of the league 
and there's still the Dockerty 
Cup to go for. We're going all 
out for a good cup run. It's 
something all the lads are 
looking forward to."’ 





YOUTHS WILL SILENCE CRITICS 


It is amazing how 
people will use statistics 
to prove a point and of 
course if one choose the 
figures carefully enough 
then they will fool some of 
the people some of the 
time.

the grade. 

Now, it is very clear to 
everybody that Frank Arok’s 
approach to the test series was 
not one with an eye to future 
World Cup campaign.

phecies of doom a number of 
the 1981 and 1983 youth sides 
will be very much in the reck- 
oning, not only for the 1986 
World Cup but also the 1990 
World Cup.

The fact is the German 
players are full-time profes- 
sionals and of course we can 
fearn from them. But a direct 
comparison is hardly fair. It 
was noticeable that England 
just has given some young 
players the opportunity of a 
tour and a taste of inter- 
national competitions. Bobby 
Robson has learned about 
those young players and al- 
though they did not set the 
soccer scene alight they have 
gained more experience which 
is vital for their progress. We 
missed an ideal opportunity to 
do the same. 

An interstate competition 
each year would provide a 
platform for players and 
would be a great help to the 
national coach. Strangely we 
pursue this at junior levels and 
of course the national youth 
championships provide the 
nucjeus of our national youth 
Squad. So considerations 
«should be given to occasional 
games between states at 
senior level]
